WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—The Aus- 
tralian’ Government: has offered .a 
reward of $125,000 and. the Govern- 
“ment New South ‘Wales has of- 
fered $50,000 to “any one who discov- 
ers petroleum in -paying quantities, 
according to advices received here to- 
day from Sydney. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of pounds ;sterling have been 
expended by-the Government and by | 
private concerns in an endeavor to 
find ofl in Australia, but so far the 
discoveries have been practically neg- 
ligible. 

Interest has been distracted frém 
Australia to the neighboring terrifory 
of Papua, where gil seepages of rich 
promise are said to have been found. 
Thus, far, however, engineers have 
been unable to discover petroleum in 
paying quantities. Australia is now 
compelled to import all her crude oil 
and petroleum derivatives and the 
prevailing prices are relatively high.

ARIS, Aug. 22.—While a taxicab 
driver and one of his friends were 
watching him, a young Russian noble- 
mign, whose name was given as Prince, 
Nikita “Lobanoff-Rostoveky, . committed | 
suicide in the Boils de Boulogne Ahis 
‘morning. 

He stopped the dad in which he had 
been riding, walk a little distance 
among some trees and shot himself in 
[the head. Before his friend and the 
driver reached him he was deady 

The. tragedy seems to Have’ been the 
result of one of those neurasthenic 
crises which used to-be ‘common among 
Russians before the war. Lobanoff, 
who was only twenty-four years old, 
came to Paris a few weeks ago from 
Austria and was stopping at a modest 
hotel. Last night, with two friends, he 
dined in a restaurant on the Champs 
‘Blysees and then went to the Mont- 
martre, where they drank a bottle of

WINNER’S SECOND ATTEMPT 


Tried to Enter School After Dis- 
charge From Army, but His 
French Was Inadequate. 


Lloyd Morgan of 333° ‘West Twenty- 
third Street, who started as an office 
boy and later was a student in the 
offices of Dennison & Hirons, architects, 
288 Lexington Avenue, has been awarded 
the fourteenth Paris Prize of ‘the Society 
of Beaux-Arts Architects, donated this 
year by Mrs. Lewis B. Preston, and the 
most sought-after architectural prize ‘in 
America. The success of the ‘young man 
will enable’ him to go to Paris to study 
for two and a half years. at the Ecole 
Ges Beaux Artsy. Young Morgan is the 
only son of the widow of an engraver 
for a firm of Fifth Avenue silversmjths. 

The national competitions zor the Paris 
Prize are organized for the purpose of 
selecting a/ student for the first class of 
the Ecole des Beaux Arts of Paris, ac- 
‘érding to the regulations adopted by 
the French Ministry of Public Instruc- 
tion and Fine Arts. The money ‘equiva- 
lent of the prize is $3,000 and provides 
the>winner with $300 quarterly for two 
years and.a-half, dating from his ar- 
rival:in Europe. 

The @reatest importance is attached to 
the competition by the architects of the 
United States.

There was no instance of neglect. The

OPEN BIG CONGRESS - 
OF CO-OPERATIVES 


24,000,000 Families Represented 
at Basle—Anti-Alcohol Con- 
gress in Switzerland.

BASLE, \ Switzerland, Aug. 22.—The 
International Co-operative League Con- 
gress attended by delegates from twen- 
ty countries opened here today. The 
delegates represent more than 24, 000, 000 
families, and great importance Ys at- 
tached to congress as being the first 

of the kind which has met since 1913. 

Two Russian delegations wanted to 
attend, “one representing the Bolshevis 
co-operative associations and other old 
Russian co-operative associations, but 
the Swiss Government refused to allow 
the former. to cross the frontier, and 
the congress decided not to admit either 
Russian d-legation. 

The main subject for discussion at the 
congress is the creation of an interna- 

onal wholesale purchase organization. 
Hitherto the International Co-operative 
Association has been politically neutral, 
and, as the French economist, Professor 
Gide, remarked, during the war it was 
like Noah’s during the flood, for the 
members held Loser ner. despite their be- 
longing to he belligerent nations, 
whereas, most other international or- 
ganizations, were dissolved. 

It was stated that the essential pur- 
pose of the International Co-operative 
League was to protect the interests of 
the weak, not..against liberty, but by, 
liberty; not against progress, but so as 
to promote progress, and that the gub- 
stance of co-operation was emancipation, 
liberty and social peace. The purchases 
of 42,650 cdé-gperative. associations rep- 
resented. at this congress amount to 
8, gold francs annually, and 
it is pointed Sit that with such a capital 
the league could dictate prices in the 
cpen market. 

The German, French, Italian and other 
delegates who lose heavily on their ex- 
change in Switzerland sleep and take 
their meals just. across the German or 
French frontier outside Basle, about 
twenty minutes’ street car ride from the 
congress hall. One hundred German 
marks. fetch only 7 Swiss francs, hence 
a German requires fully 300 marks daily 
here, whereas, twenty minutes .away by 
street: car. he can’ live for £0 .marks 
daily, and similarly with the French and 
Italians.

PARIS, Aug. 22.—Extracts from Amer- 
lcan newspapers printed here fndicating 
the unacceptability to ‘the United States 
of an alliance either with or without 
Chind, to stabilize the Pacific situation, 
provoke the obvious response in .diplo- 
matic circles: How does America expect 
to arrange this large affair except by 
agreement grounded on mutuality? if 
there is to be simply a, friendly under- 
standing, who is going-to ‘construe it 
‘when interests clash? America is strong 
and we all need her, but does shé ex- 
pect other countries to make the sacri- 
fices involved in every important agree- 
ment and to make them in advance, giv- 
ing the United States the option to ac- 
cept or reject? Has any one at Wash- 
ington got the power to exchange 
pledges with other nations? As a mat- 
ter ‘of fact, has any mind in authority 
been fully made up? Does the BExecu- 
tive know what he wants, and is any 
plan arrived at safe from being kicked 
to death by the legislative branch? Are 
we to expose ourselves to the risks and 
dangers of turning away from old 
friends and, in the case of Great Brit- 

% stirring up race and relfgioys prefu- 
dicés, merely for the uncertain chance 
that the Senate will not treat the agree- 
ment as it did the Versailles Treaty, 
leaving us all suspended in midair? 

These were a few of the inquiries put 
to correspondents in answer to their 
own questions this morning. Interna- 
tiorial arrangements were not as simple 
as some Americans -seemed to believe, 
it was remarked. Nations did not give 
something for nothing any more than 
men did in business transactions. There 
was no possibie arrangement. capable of 
standing tests that/Must not be binding, 
and all arrangements with a binding 
quality seemed to be ‘‘ entangling ’’ to 
the imaginations of some Senators. 

America had a‘ perfect right to play 
a Fone hand, it was suggested, but she 
could not have it both ways, desirable 
as was her friendship and anxious as 
every one in Europe was to “gain it.- 
Hither she needed co-operation to com- 
pose the Pacific problems, reduce arma- 
ments and taxes or she did not. If the 
latter, and she could accomplish the re- 
sult singlehanded, other nations would 


be just as pleased as if they were 
brought in to help 

Buropean inability to translate -into 
concrete working terms any agreement 
shat would leave the United States ab- 

sountely free and unfettered is undoubt- 

dly causing a more careful re-exami- 
nation of the League of Nations as a 
possible means of getting the results 
contemplated in the ashington confer- 
ence.

The Statement 
vo? ‘the British Goverament’s nope that 
the conference will bé approached by 
all concerned in a spirit of ‘* courage, 
fricndliness and mutual understanding ”’’ 
is gratifying to the American Adminis- 
tration. This is the spirit in whch Sec- 
retary Hugiaes, as head of the Ameriean 
delegation, will enter the conference and 
he, too, is-hopeful that the same spirit 
will animate the other participants.

Great Britain’s formal acceptance to- 
‘lay is the third thus far received since 
Presidént Harding’s invitation was dis- 
patched. The other two countries to 
reply were France and China, leaving 
only Italy and Japan to be heard from 
in formal acceptance. Officials think it 
likely that Japan’s answer will be dis- 
}.atched from Tokio within the next two 
or three days, but no apprehension 
‘would be felt if it were not received for 
a week, as the reply is in the nature of 
a formality. There is some reason to 
believe, however, that Japam in reply- 
ing may go somewhat beyond a per- 
functory acceptance in order to elab- 
orate upon the ideas she advanced. in 
her informal acceptance:in regard to the 
scope of the conference. 

Officials here were: interested in an in- 
terview with Premier Hughes of Aus- 
tralia, cabled from London, in which 
the Australian statesman expressed re- 
gret that the American Government had 
not seen its way to hold the suggested 
preliminary conference with regard to 
disarmament and -Pacific questions. 
There was no disposition on the part 
of American, officials today to be critical 
of the attitude taken by Premier Hughes. 
On the contr the opinions expressed 
by them refl cted the highest regard 
for his statesmanlike qualities. 

However, it was pointed out that at 
the time the preliminary conference was 
suggested the, United States Fad already 
issued -an invitation for a singJe confer-- 
ence to be held in Washington, and that 
the invitation had been accepted, at 
least informally.. In view of these cir-

ncluded only Great Britain, Japan and 
the United States, this Goverrment was 
unable to acce ept the suggestion.

For the navy it is believed generally 
that Admiral.

‘On ascending the throne in conform- 
ity with Article 56 of the Constitution 
and in taking possession of the royal 
power, I proclaim to my dear ‘people 
that I shall be faithful to my father’s 
ideals and shall watch over the con- 
stitutional liberties and rights of citi- 
zens and defend the unity of the State. 

‘* Being prevented by illness from ar- 
tending the obsequies of my father ana 
exercising the royal authority, I charge 
| my Cabinet to act for me in the exercise 
of -the royal power in conformity’ with 
Article 59 of the Constitution, and to fo- 
low my instructions until my return 
to the country. 

‘All glory to his Majesty, Peter. 
May his generous soul rest. Long “ 
the Serb-Croat-Slovene peoples. 

** Given at Paris, Aug. 17, 1921. 

(Signed) ‘‘ ALEXANDER.’’

“ Will America’s relief for the famine 
sufferers have any effect on Russian- 
American relations?’’ I asked. 

“‘Our people will be greatly thankful 
id assistance and it is to be hoped that 


he American people will learn, through 
their own generosity, more about the 
Russian people and their Governmenty”’ 
he answ " 

‘“*The Soviet Government’s policy toe 
ward America may be expressed in the 
words we want peace and trade arrange- 
ments. America’s policy up to date 
seems to indicate that no relations will 
be resumed with Russia until private 
property is restored to those who held 
it before the revolution. 

“We want to open our doors to for- 
eign capital because we know that by 
this means we can carry out our recon- 
struction plans. But-we never intend to 
resuscitate Russian capitalism.: We have 
just recently denationalized small busi- 
ness, but the vast land estates, the large 
industries and the big factories are now 
national property and we 
them to remain inthe hands of the 
workers."’ 

‘‘Has the Russian Government aban- 
doned its policy of world-wide revolu- 
tion?’’ I asked. 

“That policy only was used by the 
Government in the first few months of 
its anere and then only as a war 

method, the same as both sides in the 
last war used Se nknty to weaken 
their enemies. In peace the Soviet Gov- 
ernment has not had such a policy. This

The American troops that came to the 
Russian front as interventionists in 
Russian affairs that were beyond their 
understanding went back with revolu- 
tionary propaganda.

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PLAN FRUIT EXPERIMENTS. 


Michigan Agricultural College to 
Study Problems. 


As a direct’ result of a discussion on 
fruit experimental work atthe recent 
meeting of the Michigan Horticultural 
Society, a committee, representing the 
several fruit. interests of the State, was 
| appointed to work with the Horticul- 
tural Department of the Michigan Ag- 
ricultural College in planning experi 
ments to meet the problems of the fruit. 
growe and to bring about a Keloser 
relationship and understanding betw 
the fruit growers and the inv eae 

The meeting of this committee, which 
was the first gathering of the kind ever 
called in the States, was held ip Grand 
Rapids at - invitation of C. P. Halli- 
gan, head of the Department of Horti- 
culture, for the purpose of outlining the 
investigational work of the ensuing year. 
The_members of the committee are G. 
A. Hawley of Hart, President. of the 
society, and T. A. Farrand, East Lan- 
sing, Secretary. 

A series of tests with grapes and 
small fruits near Pawpaw and Benton 
Harbor will be made to determine the 
kinds and amounts of fertilizers that 
should be applied, and an endeavor will/ 
be made to sett the controversy be- 
tween grape growers as to the num- 
bers of buds to leave under different 
conditions of vigor for the protection of 
the succeeding season’s cro 

tensive experiments wil ‘be\ carried 
out on the Graham Experimental Sta- 
tion near Grand Rapids to test and com- 
pare such sod mulch crops as alfalfa, 
clover and grasses with cultivation for 
apple and cherry orchards and also to 
determine which cover crop returns the 
most humus to the soil. Experiments 
will be Ee to determine the re 
time to apply nitrates to peaches, an 
the effects of fertilizers, supplementing 
some of the cultural treatments, will be 
studied. 

Because of the general disagreement 
among apple growers as to the amount 
and kind of pruning young trees should 
+receive, one experiment at the Graham 
} Station and another gear  Geand Rapids 
are designed to throw light~ on this 
question. An attempt will also be 
made to force biennially bearing apple 
trees into annual fruit roduction 
through pruning and fertilization. Fur- 
ther comparative testing of dusting and 
spraying jon all kinds of fruits will be 
done all’ through the fruit belt. At- 
tempts will be made to develop cheaper, 
more efficient and more adaptable dusts 
and spray materials with better spread- 
ing properties.

‘““ During the battle of the Marne,” 
says the chef, ‘‘ the General put away 
enough food to feed three ordinary 
men.”’ ,Then he adds naively : ‘*I hope, 
Monsiéur le Marechal won't mind what 
I say about the General.’’ 

One of the most amusing incidents re- 
lated by the chef is\ that on Sept. 12, 
when it became clear that the enemy 
was in full flight northward and that 
the battle was won, congratulations 
were in order and he received instruc- 
tions that the menu for the dinner 
should be as much of a banquet as his 
raw material would permit.

Americans Picture Future. Presi- 
dents and Premiers Talking Di- 
rectly Among the Peoples.

PARIS, Aug. 22 (Associated Press)— 
American backing of wireless telephony 
was the big thing of the near future 
revealed in the International’ Wireless 
Conference which closed this ‘evening | 
after having been in session for two 
months. 

The American delegation, headed by: 
Maj. Gen. George O. Squier, Chiéf of 
the Signal Corps of the United States 
Army, came to Paris with .a definite 
program. Most of this program is said 
to have been adopted, although the con- 
clusions. of the conference will be kept 
secret until they gre presénted to the 
various Governments by their delegates. 

The principal conténtion of the Amer- 
icans was that certain bands of waves 
should be reserved for wireless tele-+ 
phony. This. waseopposed by the Euro- 
peans, as they considered that telephony 
would occupy too great a part of the 
usable waves. With the backing of 
Japan, however, the American viewpoint 
finally was adopted. The Americans 
pictured Presidents and Premiers of the 
future speaking directly among nations, 
and emphasized the overwhelming im- 
portance of wireless telephony in su- 
Freme moments, as well as the necessity 
for aiding in its’ development...

State Shvniniielen Babs Forrie Branch to} 
Study ‘Stream Pollution. - fe 


To work . out a practical solution of 
the problem of conserving ‘the; State’s 
aquatic resources through the prevention 
of the pollution of the waters of the 
State by sewage and industrial wastes, 
‘Conservation Commissioner’ Ellis J. 
Staley has organized @ buréau for the 
preventton of stréam pollution. The 
work of the bureau ,will include an in- 
vestigation of the effect upon ‘water sup-, 
plies and fish life of the discharge’ St 
sewa) and industrial wastes into: 
streams, thé formulation of »plans for 
the control of such disposal of wastes 
and the establishment of definite stand- 
ards. of pollution, the, fundamental pur- 
pose being to obtain a miximum of ef- 
ficiency in all lines fn the use of the 
waters of the State. 

The law authorizes the Conservation 
Commission to ‘investigate. the extent 
and character of the pollution of rivers, 
lakes, streams, bays, harbors and other 
waters by sewage, industrial wastes 
and munictpal refuse affecting supplies 
of potable waters, fish or shelffish,. or 
aquatic life necessary for the propaga- 
tion or sustenance of fish or shellfish. 

It has come to be an accepted fact 
that only through, effective sanitation! 
ean fish Ife. which forms a large and 
important item in the genetal food gr. 
ply, be maintained and bad a than 
meet the growing demands of increas- 
ing population, and the work of primary 
impo ce that will be undertaken by 
the new bureau is to determine the lim- 
it of pollution that may be allowed with- 
out. injury to the fish or to the lower 
forms of aquatic: life upon which 
fish feed, and the treatment required 
to bring the waste material discharged 
into a particular body of water within 
that limit, says the commission. fuhis 
work is under way. 

Mineral wastes, chemicals, &c., aie

The 
law at present prohibits discharging dye 
stuffs, coal tar, refuse from gas houses, 
cheese factories, creameries, condense- 
ries or canning factories and other 
wastes into streams in quantities injuri- 
gus to fish life, but the State has no 
standards, or definite information as to 
the quanties of the various kinds of 
wastes that can .be discharged into 
streams without injury to fish. 
The establishment of standards will 
reatly facilitate the enforcement of the 
aw ainst pollution by making it pos- 
sible for the owner of industrial plants 
to know, definitely the quantity of a 
given waste that can be discharged into 
a given volume of water. The study

of,an unusual situation. 

.\ The, diamond markets: are speqially 
threatened, for the men and - women 
who made much money. during the war 
and invested heavily in diamonds, re- 
cently have been selling brilllants ex- 
tensively, while the old families of es- 
tablished wealth, en which the. trade 
once depended, have ceased to buy. It 
is said 50 to 60 per cent. of those who 
bought jewels with war profits in Ger- 
many and. England have either sold 
their purchases or offered them for sale. 
within the last few months. 

The synthetic diamond, as well as the 
artificial ruby, sapphire ‘and spinel, also 
has invaded the market to the detM- 
ment of the trade .in legitimate stones, 
not only because many artificial stones 
are sold as genuine, but because*the ar- 
tificial jewel is preferred by . many 
because it is less experfsive and often 
can be detected only hy the connoisseur. 

The business in synthetic stones has 
grown’ immensely during the last few 
years, with Germany. and France the 
principal competitors, and cwiteerines 
a close third. Raw mate for the 
manufacture of ‘he, arti chal ruby, 
which is. accomplished py an el cal 
process, are purhased by Swiss manu- 
facturers- from Germany, which has han- 
dicapped Switzerland in the race for 
control. of ‘the: world market.

Drift Bottles Consume a Year From 
, Canada to the Azores. 


To learn mofe 6f ocedn currents and 
drifts the Biological Survey of Canada 
in the Summer of,1919 set out 330 driftl| 
bottlés in the Bay of Fundy. . Sixteen | 
of these were picked up on the shores | 
of the Guif of Maine. Each contained | }, 
@ postcard. on which was printed, besides 
the address of the biological station, the 
offer of a:reward to the finder who wrote 
thé time and place of finding and posted 
the card. Two sizes of bottles were 
used—two otince and eight ounce, to the 
latter & galvanized iroh drag was at- 
tached to hang at a depth of three 
fathoms, thé object of the drag being to! 
minimize the direct effect of the wind. | 
Of the fifty-five bottlés with drags thes | 
were picked up -on the Cape Cod 
peninsula, and three on the Maine coast. 
Seven of the bottles which reached Cape 
Cod were found after an elapse of be- 
tweén sevehty-three and eighty days. 
The direct distance between the Bay of 
Fundy and Cape Cod is 300 nautical 
miles. This gives an average daily drift 
of about fotir miles. 

The drift of these bottles indicates a 
surfate movement of the water from the 
Bay of Fundy throu ugh the northwestern 
Rett oF the Gulf_of Maine, striking Cape 

On us. 29, 1919, drift bottles were 
bet out off the coaet of New Brunswick.

It Sage Sage ai to hae that such an idea 
would suited to a twenty- 
rainute ho a it and, indeed, that 
very suspicion is deepened by the. proc-. 
ess of actually inspecting the ‘new 
ccmedy which was launched last eéve- 
ning at Henry Miller's beautiful the- 
atre. Though you laugh. contentedly 
enough -at some of Mr. Le Baron’s 
whimsies and enjoy considerably two or 
three of the characters he has sketched 
tnto his piece, you ‘depart at en 
w a. distinct feeiine: of under-nour- 

ment. In particular the second act, 
laid in the bachelor’s flat at midnight, 
ia extremely scanty and when its cur - 
tain falls you can hardly believe it is 
over, You reacn incredulously for your 
program to make sure“the curtain has 
not merely been lowered for a moment 
to indicate a lapse of morals. 

The world in which. Mr. LeBaron’s 
fancy roams is a curioug place, a ‘re- 
mote field planted with extremely. alien 
corn, despite an occasional effort to fool 
you (by casual references to local land- 
marks of our own)-<into thinking that 
the fable is unfolding in this very neigh- 

borhood. It is a world wherein a father, 
the moment he hears that the breath of 
scandal has been blown ‘on his son’s 
fiancée, breaks off the engagement and 
ordérs ‘the girl to (leave his houge with- 
cut even pausing to ask whether she 
kad been innocent or guilty. It. is, 
moreover, a world where the son as- 
sents’ to this figh-handed proceeding 
without so much as-@ murmur. 

Furthermore, it is a.world wherein the 
mere tidings that a damsel has spent 
the night in a bachelor’s apartment pro- 
duces immediately the most extraordi- 
nary results. Within one short searing 
week, he is evicted from his flat, fired 
‘from his job-and expelled from his club. 
The name of the club-is not given, but 
you can easily see from these meagre 
Getails that the author of ‘‘ The Starlet, 

Man” did not take the trouble to make 
his Uttle piece plausible or to give its 
characters any more body than paper 
dolls. 

The scarlet man himself ig played by 
that mild-mannered and engaging farc- 
cur, John Cumberland, who thereby 
praduated from long schooling in, the 
bedroom farces of A. Woods. In 
thus stepping from sirenuous. didoes 
into tenuous comedy, he has remained a 
trifle Jumpy, as thoug gh-he were con- 
stantly expecting a farce- door to slam 
behind him. But he is an amusing actor 
always and there are some scattered 
moments in the new play. when he has 
e, chance to be exceedingly entertaining, 
Of these he avails himself with a disarm- 
ing eagerness. The other members of 
the company, which includes at, least 
three most decorative actresses, are suf- 
ficient to a somewhat limited occasion.

The courts, the nets, the lines— 
these are ever before your eyes; even 
when you are not in actual play or prac- 
tice, in your mind’s eye you are going 
through this stroke, or that stroke, 
countering a hard return in this way or 
that way, mentally placing the ball here 
or there as you see the opening through 
your imagination. Your whole mental 
vision is but one great tennis court. 

And then comes the -actual tennis 
match. As before, there is no other 
world, only a tennis court, and from 
second to second only particular parts 
of that: spectators and officials do not 
exist; you serve, and you have intuitive 
knowledge only of that muscular manip- 
ulation you know you must give your 
racquet, and the point where your ball 
must go; you take a return—in the men- 
tal flash you know your opponent’s loca- 
tion, you sense where strategy directa 
the ball must go, and your stroke ts al- 
most automatic, so little conscious 
thought can be -given it. So it goes 
throughout the progress of the match— 
there is nothing else in life that exists, 
only the opponent, the net, the court,

You_ will not wonder that after the 
game you ¢annot in a moment throw off 
the veil with which concentration has so 
effectively screened from you all the 
outside world.

I do not believe that 
any one should undertake to go through 
too long a period of serious tennis play- 
ing at any one stretch, for the long-con- 
tinued strain is bound to tell on one in 
some way, even if there were not always 
the proerest that your tennis itself

During the high-tension periods one 
should de all in one’s power to employ 
the little outside aids that will help to 
calm and yet not divert attention. To 
my mind, oné of the most important of 
these is the resting of the eyes, which is 
necessary not only from the standpoint 
of mental condition, but also from the 
standpoint of practical tennis playing. 
It is my custom when I am in important 
matches never to live in the city if it can 
be avoided. I have found 'that out im the 
country, where you can view the trees 
and the green of the fields—only there 
can you get the perfeet rest for the eyes 
which, as I have stated, is vital to your 
play, and in addition exerts a calming 
mental influence that is almost equally 
valuable. ° 


Ceuntry Life Essential. 


I have been told by students of mental 
powers that if I really had good control 
of my mind I should be able to find 
the necessary calmness anywhere, de- 
spite the surroundings, but I am afraid 


I; have not yet reached that stage of 
perfection. The cold stone buildings of 
the city will not rest my mind,-no mat- 
ter how hard I try to,overcome the dis- 
turbing feeling, and much less will they 
rest my eyes from the physiological 
standpoint. But the green leaves, the 
green grass, the quiet of the rede ag 
that has an effect on”’Me that is in- 
valuable to good tennis playing, and 
many other players, both men and wo- 
men, have told me they have the same 
experience. 

To some readers this might seem like 

e& rather, unimportant point, but I assure 
you it is anything but unimportant to 
me. In fact, there are many of these 
little things to which I give great atten- 
tion, that, while they Ley a be scoffed’ 
at by persons of phlegmatic dispositions, 
are vital to the success of the player 
who is at all high strung or of a so- 
called nervous disposition.

Jos—erH CONRAD laments the .‘* pass- 
ing” of the old sailing ship, but the 
pressure of the fuel problem bids fair

to bring it back. High cost of opera-: 


tion is the main obstacle to the de- 
velopment of the suddenly acquired 
American merchant marine. The 
demand is for larger merchantmen 
with smaller crew’. This is~ met 
largely by the American type of 
super-schooner with five, six and even 
seven masts, and an equipment of 
steam steering and hoisting gear. 
Even. in speed these schooners often 
show a clean pair of heels to many 
freight steamers. The old clipper 
ships occasionally made. better time 
than the steamers. But the ne 
Yankee schooners of five to seven 
masts have far outstripped the clip- 
pers. Furthermore, many of these 
super-schooners carry auxiliary pow- 
er for use in zones of calm or against 
head winds. 

All told, the agvantages of the sail- 
ing ship, with modern lJaber-seving 
devices, contrasting with tHe difficul- 
ties that the steamer incurs from the 
passing of the era of cheap fuel and 
cheap labor, have led practical sea- 
faring men to predict more and more 
stoutly since the war a return of the 
sailing ship to its old predominance 
as a freight carrier. Coal and oil must 
be saved for the navy.

May, 1917, for the purpose’ of offering | © 
his services to his country,. I ‘feel. it 
my duty to shield him from ‘the attack 
made. by Louise Bryant notéd above. 
In. -her letter she intimates. that the 
Americans in the Soviet prisons Were 
““treated well,” and she refers to my 
friend as a ‘“‘mamma’s boy who ought 
never to have ventured ~so’ far 
from home,’”” and makes other state- 
ments of a slighting nature which I 
cannot let go unchallenged. ® 

Regarding the treatment he received 
at the hands of the Soviets, I will quote 
you from a letter received by the State 
Department, ‘an official copy ‘of which 
I have. This letter was addressed to 
his mother; 

“TI am/‘now held in prison as a 
hostage for one Jim Larkin (a Red agi- 
tator) now serving a-sentence of twenty 
years, and the same has been very kind- 
*°* © Since the last 
three weeks I have réceived food from 
the American Red Cross; before that I 
‘lived as‘ best I might. Oh, how I know 
the value of a slice of bread! I could 
not. have lived but for what they sent 
me. 
starvation fare, but in“my prison life 
I have made life friends. When I was 
nearly starving many times I have been 
shared with, and now that I have re- 
ceived I am bene some ‘one else to 
live.’’ 

The above was written from An- 
dronefsky Lager on March Ill, 1921. 
Later, because of the escape of Captain 
Cooper from another prison, he was 
transferred: to an underground cell, 
where he was kept for forty days.. At 
this time there were intervals of two 
and, three days in which he received 
no food at all and very little water. 
During the nine months he was held he 
had only two baths. This treatment 
resulted in .a physical breakdown and 
a’ threatened mental breakdown. . The 
next word from him was written from 
the. prison hospital on June 6, in which 
he also found Dr. W. B. Estes, an 
American physician. in this letter he 
appeals for help for the other Americans 
in Moscow. He says: 

‘‘ As for me, it is too late, but I beg 
you not to allow shipments of food to 
cease from Riga, as the other Americans 
here: cannot survive without it.’’ 

' Dr. Estes also wrote a letter in which 
he stated that Kilpatrick was in a 
critical condition, and he did not expect 
him to live ‘unless speedy relief came. 
Dr. Estes himself was~a prisoner and 
very ill, but he stated that Kilpatrick's 
condition, which he said was due to his 
long confinement underground, was such 
that he could not possibly survive. under 
the conditions. At that time he feared 
that the Soviets would send Kilpatrick 
back to the underground cell. as soon as 
he showed signs of recovery. I do not 
know whether he was later returned or 
not. But I do know that. he has re- 
turned from Russia, a physical wreck, 
and it will be some time before he can 
regain the strength for the voyage 
ome. 

The returned prisoners speak of being 
confined underground next to the ‘* exe- 
cution room;’’ upon the floor of which 
water was kept constantly running to 
wash off the blood, and of pMsoners be- 
ing shot down in the middle of. the 
night while motor trucks were driven 
in the court to drown the sound. 

It may have been that Louise Bryant 
allowed the Soviet Government officials 
to dupe her, or that the Americans, not 
knowing whom to trust, were afraid to 
complain of their hardships openly. At 
any rate, “those who underwent the 
hardships would seem better prepared to 
speak of them: than ‘“‘an American visi- 
tor officially inspecting ’’ the prisons 
where her, countrymen were confined 
and who then made the report which 
the Soviets wished of her and who now 
insinuates that these prisoners aré not 
stating the facts. It would seem that 
Louise Bryant is of a different stamp 
from Mrs. Harrison, who suffered im- 
prisonment herself as a result of her ef- 
forts to help the Americans in prison 
there. She even misquotes Captain 
Kilpatrick's language, as pub 
Tue Tres of Aug. 12, when she says 
that he stated that she “ arrived accom- 
panied by the entire staff‘of, the Foreign 
Office.’’ No such sentence is carried 
in the report referred to by her. 

It is. impossible for me to allow to 
pass unnoticed her remarks about Em- 
met Kilpatrick being ‘‘'a mamma’s 
boy who ought never to have ventured 
so far from home.’’ I ¢annot help. but 
think of those thousands of ‘mamma's 
boys’’ who ‘now lie in Flanders fields 
and who themselves ventured so far 
from home, and of those who .are now 
being returned to their ‘‘ mammas od 
wrapped in an army blanket with the 
flag draped \gver the casket. !

Recent Engligh Trip Sent to 
Naval Authorities Here.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Naval avia- 
tion officials said today that the British- 
built @rigible ZR-2, which was sc 
uled to start for the-United States ¢ 
Aug. 25, manned by a crew of Ameri 
naval officers arid enlisted men, wi 
probably. not start on its transatlantic 
voyage before Sept. 5. 

They said that after the ZR-2 success- 
fully meets its endurance and other 
tests, ten days will elapse before. the 
start is made. It is probable*thege tests 
will mot be finished before the end o 
the present week. If weather condi- 
tions are unfavorable for the tests they 
may be delayed even longer. 

Officials here are not concerned over 
the delay in having the tests. They say 
these are now dependent on the weather, 
If’ the tests show that the big dirigible 
is.in every way airwerthy she will be 


loaded with fuel and supplies and start 
tts ten days avier the tests. 

Reports from abroad relative to the 
buck of some of the frames of the 
big dirigible, developed. information at 
the Navy Department showing just 
what did happen when that occurred. .

After a successful take-off from Bed- 
ford at 7:30 in the evening, the ZR-2 | 
headed for London, but abandoned that 
course later on account of a thunder- 
storm, and headed direct for Howden, 
which point was reached at 11:05 
o’clock the same night. 

Without landing, the ZR-2_ turned 
around and headed back for Bedford, 
but at 12:23 o’clock, while: the diri 
ble was proceeding ‘at a it of fifty 
miles an hour on four engines, an un- 
fortunate mishap occured: through the 
buckling of two intermediate transverse 
frames and also an intermediate longi- 
tudinal frame, just aft of frame No. 7. 

The airship was siowed down and the 
damage examined, but it was found not 
to be serious enough to warrant land- 
ing. The voyage continued at slower 
speed, and the) dirigible landed at 4:30 
o’clock in the morning on its return to 
Bedford, after having been in the air 
for nine continuous hours. 

The Navy Department has been ad- 
vised that the girders which failed have 
been repaired; that all intermediate 
transverse and Slongitudinal girders in 
the bottom part of the four parallel sec- 
tions involved have been strengthened 
by extra bracing pieces, and. that 

‘channels’’~have been pivoted to the 
bases or all intermediate girders and of 
these four sections. 

It is believed that-the faflure of these 
girders probably was due to stressing 
of the sections while the ship was under 
construction at the Royal Airship 
Works at Bedford. At times. during 
such construction, as many as forty men 
had congregated in one 15-meter sec- 
tion of the airship at one time, and this 
strained the ship to a much greater de- 
gree than would be true during a flight. 

Since the making of these repairs the 
British officiaJs in charge of the accept- 
ance tests have not yet been able to 
find weather suitable for a resumption 
of the test flights.

NO NEWS OF THEIR LANDING 


Watchers Ashore Could Not See 
Whether Passengers Were 
Taken Off or Not.

water’s edge in Long Island Sound near 
\Scotchcaps reef, some _ three miles 
from Rye, about 7:30 last evening. Men 
in the American Yacht Club at Milton 
Point, Rye, saw the craft afire and 
watched while two big Sound steamers 
started ta her rescue. One of them was 
onwealth and the other the 
Providence, both of the Fall River Line. 
One stood by for about ten minutes, then 
steamed on. The other swung about and 
hove to, but soon resumed her course. 
A tugboat which appeared from the 
Cirection of Seacliff, L. I., across the 
Sound, steamed to the side of the craft 
just as the last of the flame in her died 
away. The coming of ine tug obscured 


the vision of the watchers, and though 
they were using glasses they were un- 
able to tell’, whether jthose: aboard the 
craft had been taken off either by one 
of the Sound steamers or the tug, which 
svon disappead in the darkness. 

Inquiry ail along the Connecticut and 
Long Island shores of the Sound failed 
to disclose the identity of the tug, nor 
could. it be learned whether the occu- 

ant or occupants of the motorboat had 
beth landed on either shore. 

Wireless inquiry was sent to the Com- 
monwealth and the Providence in the 
belief they would know the name of the 
craft and be abié to tell whether those 
aboard had been rescued. No reply was 
received from the Providence. This 
message came from the Commonwealth:

SIX RESCUED FROM 
_ YACHT IN FLAMES 
Saved by Lake Erie Light Keeper 
as They Cling to Side of — 
Barning Boat.

DETROIT, Aug. 22.—Three women and 


three men were rescued as they clung to 
the side of a burning yacht in Lake Erie 








this afternoon. .They were exhausted, 
Lurned by flames and weakened by their ; | 
efforts to keep afloat, when aid arrived. 

The yachting party ‘consistea of win. | 
fam L. Urschel, Treasurer of the Wood- 
ville Lime Products Company and con-| 
nected with the Toledo Bottle Cap Com- 
pany of Toledo; his wife, a girl 18 years 
old, the Captain and engineer of the 
yacht and the wife of\the engineer. The 
craft was the gasoline motor yacht Lu- 
cille, owned by Mr. Urschel. 

The rescue was made by the keeper of 
a lighthouse on Lake Erie near. the 
mont of the Detroit River and the crew 
of the steamer Greyhound of the White 

tar Line, running betwéen Detroit and 

‘oledo. 

Soon after 4 o’clock, as the Lucille 
was cruising about the ‘upper end of the 
lake, the party. decidéd to make hot; 
coffee. A small gasoline steve in the 
miniature galley was lighted, but some- 
thing went wrong. ere was an ex- 
plosion and a shower of burning oil 
scattered, fire about the craft. 

Urschel and his crew tried to fight the 
flames, at the same time turning the 
yacht toward the American shore and 
putting on full speed with the hope of 
beaching the craft. Both efforts: failed. 
The fire burned in more than a dozen 
places at once and spread with a rapidity 
that the men could not check. 

The women were huddled in a small 
portion .of thes deck. e men were 
driven back to-~this spot as the,sflames 

ained. Then the Women were lowered 

nto the water, where they clung to the 
side of ‘the craft. .Urschel and the Cap- 
tain stayed on the yacht until the last 
minute to direct it’ toward shore and 
possible safety until\they and the: eng!- 
neer were forced over the side. 

The ‘six. persons ‘were clinging to a 
small streteh of unburned woodwork 
that was growing hoiter and hotter as_ 
the flames drew’ nearer, when the light- 
house keeper reachéd and saved them in 
a small boat. They were taken aboard 
the Greyhound ‘and put ashore at Sugar 
Island, where they took a boat to Toledo.

Meanwhile the officers of insurance 
companies are depressed over _ the 
mounting figures for auto fire and theft 
losses. Wilbur H. Dean, executive agent 
of the Automobile Insurers’ General 
Agency, said the time wasnot far: off 
when the insurance companies would be 
forced to make the owner share the in- 


surance risk. He said: 

‘Fire and theft insurance for auto- 
mobiles has proved disastrous: for all 
the companies handling it in New York 
because of the moral hatard. In. the 
near future, if the conditions remain 
the same, we will be forced to issue 
policies for theft and, fire only when the 
owner shares, say, 25 per cent. of the 
risk, and carries the risk on all movable 
parts of his car, 

‘(There is a city ordinance making it 
a misdemeanor te leave cars, unattended 
beyond a specified number of nutes; 
we do not issue policies to. automobile 
owners unless they possess an approved 
locking device, either on the steering 
wheel or. the tra ission, but these 
considerations apparently make no dif- 
ference. We cannot watch the owners 
to see whether they: comply with the 
rules governing their insurance. 

“There are sections of the city where 
we wi not insure cars. Below Four- 
teenth Street, east of Third Avenue, has 
been cut out, and some other ‘parts of 
Manhattan and the Bronx and all of the 
Brownsville section of Bpooniyn 

“The moral hazard has proved to be 
the greatest stumbling block in the auto 
fire ood theft insurance business. The 
solution seems to be in forcing the owner 
to share the risk. If the owner agrees 
to share 25 per cent. of the risk and’ the 
risk .on all movable parts, the rates may. 
be reduced from 25 to 50 per cent. In a 
large measure insurance brokers. them- 
selves are to. blame for permitting own- 
fra to insure second-hand pears to the 
imit. 


Temptation to Some Owners. 


“With more than 200,000 automobiles 
in the city, it) follows naturally that 
among the large number of owners there 
is a class which will seek to dispose of 
their machines for the insurance indem- 
nity. Today, at rates made before the 
prices of automobiles dropped, many 
owners can get more by losing their cars 
than they could by trading or selling 


them.’’

STRIKE HINT ‘BY. “MORRISON, 
Harding coe Having A. of ‘ 
Represented at Disarmament | 
Parley, Gompers Tells. ,

ATLANTIC CITY, Aug. 22.—That 
purchasing  power™ of the country . has 
been reduced by $27,500,000 a day;«or. 
nearly $1, 000,000,000 a month, by *reason 
of ployment, and that organized 
labor /would fight to tke last ditch to 
prevent further ‘wage reductions and 
further reduction of: the purchasing 
power of the American people, Samuel 
Gompers emphasized here today. 2 
At the conclusion ofthe first day's 
session of the Executive Committee. of 
the American Federation of Labor, Mr. 
Gompers, as ‘President of the Federa- 
tion, gave out a formal statement. in 
whick he said further Wage reductions 
would merely mean further demeraliza- 
tion of American industry. In the state- 
ment was no intimation that Mr. Gom- 
pers had strikes in view when he talkéd 
of resisting further wage reductions, 
but. Secretary Frank Morrison said 
bluntly after the statement had been is- 
sued : 


‘ When.labor is asked to accept wage 
reductions ‘there are but two alternatives 
—to accept the reductions or to go on 
strike.” 

Mr. Gompers, in his statement, said 


[that at present one’s standard in life 


was in inverse ratio to the service one 
performed for society 

' There is a,dangerous belief among the 
many ‘that automobiles and ice cream 
are all right. for those who don’t serve 
society and produce nothing, but that 
the toilers must enjoy none of the goad 
things of life. This belief is_inhuman. 
Should I be mealy mouthed when I ‘de- 
mand for them a Httle share day by day 
in the: prodtct’ of their tofl?.”’ 


Wage Cuts and Comforts. 


Mr. Gompers said a‘ reduction in the 
pay envelope meant that the wife of a 
worker could not have a washwoman 
come'in once a week to help her; that 
the family was deprived of a decent 
piece of meat once in a while for dinner, 
and that the children of the worker 
would be denied their Christmas tree, or 
that the worker’s wife could not send 
her ¢hildren to Sunday school at Easter 
‘* becausé the girls shaven’ t hats and the 
boys haven’t shoes 

‘* The women know that the cost of 
living has not come down,’ Mr. Gom- 
pers cofitended. ‘‘ Instead, “with prof- 
iteering unchecked’ and unrestrained ~ tt 
is going up, especially rents. Ninety pe 
cent. of the homes in the United States 
were built before the war, but the exor- 
bitant rents gouged out of the t nts 
Py EEpe profi ne and Fg: ae ous 
andlords are on i

“In all this Ik about. readjustment 
and reconstruction, why is it that the

Force down wages 
as a way out and you will further cur- 
tail domestic: purchasing power. |More 
factories will close, because the people 
have not the money. to buy their prod- 
ucts and the depression will become even 
more acute.

Apparently, yes- 
terday’s pressure on the market for Ger- 
man exchange originated in London, 
where speculation for the fall in the 
mark has seemed to be based, partly on 
general principles and the future finan- 
cial necessities of Germany and partly 
on possible disturbances incident ‘to -the 
final payment on the billion-marks rep- 
aration instalment.

Yesterday’s fall in wheat for Septem- 
ber delivery to, the lowest price since 
this year’s harvesting began. indicates 
a peculiar situation in that branch of 
production.

On the eve of the 
Winter wheat harvest, at the end of 
June, this delivery seld around $1.17. 
By July 15, stimulated by news of 
drought in the crop country of both 
Europe and the United States, it had 
risen to $1.34%, thé highest of qj sea- 
son, Then, with prices ‘at. that height, 
there occurred the largest movement of 
wheat from farm to market in the Amer- 
ican grain‘trade’s history. Deliveries at 
the primary receiving points in the two 
last weeks of July reached 42,038,000 
bushels, which’ was greater by 26,594,000 
bushels than in the corresponding period 
when the larger Winter crop of 1920 was 
being marketed and which surpassed any 
former two weeks’ Yécord. 

Actual export of-wheat from this coun- 
try in Jaly wastonly one million bushels 
more than in the same’ month of 
Exports this month have ‘been larger, 
both absolutely and relatively, but they 
have not been great enough to match 
the heavy marketings of July; hence, no 
doubt, the fall in price, The perplexing

uncertainty has surrounded the prospec- 
tive yield of foreign harvests. ~ The 
July drought in Burope was exceptional- 
ly severe and led many grain-trade ex- 
perts’ to anticipate larger foreign re- 
quirements from our wheat market. Yet 
the trade dispatches from. Europe have 
quite uniformly foreshadowed a satisfac- 
tory wheat yield on that continent, and 
the markets have thus far borne. out 
that view of the matter. Naturally, the 
entire situation takés an even more ex- 
traordinary color from the ‘great calam- 
ity which has befallen Russia.

ENGLISH TRADE INACTIVE. 


Revival Since Coal Strike Slow— 
July’s Iron Production.

LONDON, Aug. 22.—It is impossible 
as yet to give actual figures showing 
the extent of revival in our trade since 
termination of: the coal strike. Recov- 
ery is laboriously slow; in fact, almost 
imperceptible in some ‘industries. é 
coal situation is improving rapidly and 
fuel prices are now falling sharply. 
Nevertheless, manufacturers say that a 
further decline must occur in order to 





At present, home con- 
sumption and export requirements are 
far short of the coal output, and it 
will take Ni en agp yonths—for 
the trade to absorb the exc 
Production figures of pig iron in Great

year. The month’s output of pig fron 
was only 10,200 tons, comparing with 
386,000 in March, before the coal stop- 
page, and 850,600 in July a year ago. 
Production of steel ingots and castings 
was 117, tons, compared with 359,100 
in March, 789,900 in the previous July 
and 884,700 last September, the month 
of largest. output since the armistice.

Not Worried .by Wittn Shortage. 


The present shortage of Wilton rugs 
n this market, due to labor troubles, is 
ppparently not being taken very serious- 
y by any one but the affected’ mills.

country, not more than 10 to 15 per ating 
of the rug sales being of these goods.

Don’t Like So Many Rules. 


The bathing suit membership of the 
Knitted Outerwear Association is up dn 
arms oe Ferag numerous and different 
regulations ering, the kinds of ‘these 
garments that may. be worn at the vari- 
ous beaches. “It will not be lang,’ ’ says 
the bulletin of the association, ’ before 
each salesman will have to be equipped 
with the regulations of every town, in 
which he tries to sell his bathing suits, 
and manufacturers will have to make up 
hundreds of different styles, not so much 
to please the taste of the purchaser of the 
garments, but to please the insatiable 
desire, for modesty on the part of local 
councils and legislatures.’"’ The bulletin 
also takes the position that “ the modesty 
or immodesty of a bathing suit depends 
not on how much or how little of the 
human body it covers, but on how well or 
how poorly it fits.”

A 
wholeSale representative” summed up 
the seritiment tn the trade when he 'said 
that there will probably be -half a dozen 
‘orders given: for the quantity of -mer- 
chandise that could be covered by one. 
“When the retailers come and find that 
there is not sufficient merchandise for 
their needs, they will go from one 
manufacturer to another with ordérs 
that will create a false idea of the de- 
mand. ‘While there is need for caution 
on the part of the. magufacturers now, 
there \will ‘be considerably more required 
when the demand gets into its swing 
next month.”
